BAR HILL COMMUNITY FOCUS 1/3 


Within the village, we are lucky enough to 
have several entrepreneurs who are running 
businesses out of their homes. Having been 
able to benefit personally from several of 
these businesses - as well as having a list of 
the other businesses | am keen to try out, | 
thought it was time to speak to the people 
behind the business as | believe that this is 
just one of the things which makes Bar Hill 
great. 


Karen Eagan is the owner of Cloud 9 Holistic 
Hair and Beauty, located in Bar Hill’s own 
Pheasant Rise. She specialises in hair and 
beauty treatments, and has the overall aim 
of wanting to make each and every one of 
her clients feel good on the inside. 


This month | was lucky enough to take a 
(socially distanced) walk with her, so | could 
ask her about her business, what drives her, 
and what made her want to start her own 
business. 


Lottie: So Karen, why don’t you start by 
telling me about how Cloud 9 came to be? 
Karen: | was a child minder for 12 years and 
| always wanted to work at home so | could 
be the one to do the school run and to just 
be there for the kids. But as the children got 
older, the childminding didn’t fit in with them 
and their lives anymore — and | was ready for 
change, something a little calmer. | 
absolutely loved the children, but | just felt it 
was time for a new challenge. 

The idea actually came from spiritual 
readings; every time | had a reading, they 
would say to me that | was a healer. | have 
always been a confidant for my friends, and | 
took that as a sign. People had spoken to 
me about reiki and Indian head massage, so 
| decided to start there; | wound down one 
business as | started to build up the new one 
by doing my qualifications. | built a studio in 
my garden so | could still be there with my 
children, still be the full time mum that | 





wanted to be, but also have a separate calm 
place for me to be with my clients. 


L: And where did the name “Cloud Nine” 
come from? 

K: This actually took me ages to decide what 
| wanted it to be called. The whole idea 
behind my business is that no matter what 
you are coming to me for — whether it’s your 
wedding hair and make-up, or it’s a Thai foot 
massage or reiki healing, the whole idea is 
that you feel better when you leave than 
when you came in. It doesn’t matter what 
you look like on the outside - it’s not about 
me making you be beautiful. It’s about you 
feeling better, calmer and more balanced, 
and being better able to deal with life’s many 
stresses. | literally want you to feel like you 
are on cloud nine, and so that is why | chose 
the name. 


L: And when you first opened, what was it 
that you initially offered? 
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ls there a organisation here in Bar Hill that you’d like to see featured for next month? If so 


please contact the editor via email bhneditor@yahoo.com or on 07814 871752. 
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K: The first thing which | offered was Indian 
head massage, and | did that course just 
after | got married in 2018, quickly followed 
by reiki right after that. | was actually 
working out of my dad’s empty house before 
he rented it out so that | could practise in a 
quiet safe space. | really believe that 
everything happens for a reason, and what 
happened next really proves that. One of my 
friends asked me if | would be interested in 
working with her. She said that she was 
looking for someone to come into her 
company to do treatments for their wellbeing 
at work. However, there was only one day 
which their office could do as that was the 
only day when everyone was in the office. At 
this point | was thinking “this is never going 
to work” because | was still childminding. So 
| said to her that | would absolutely love to, 
but the only day which | could do was a 
Thursday as that was the day which | didn't 
have children during the day. And it turned 
out that the only day they could do was a 
Thursday. So it really was meant to be! 

So | went there and offered treatments to the 
employees, and the difference which it made 
to the staff was unreal - it was amazing to 
see and | really loved it. 

And then from there, they introduced me to 
another company, and before | knew it | was 
working at the science 

park, booking.com and it went from there... 
And then covid happened. So | am now in 
the process of trying to find a way to work 
around this, because in my opinion, the 
biggest stresses in peoples’ lives can be at 
work, and | really like the idea that they can 
go home from work and feel so much better 
and calmer for only spending 5-10 minutes 
with me. 


| worked with a company where they did 10 
minute appointments; the employees would 
come in visibly stressed, shoulders hunched 
and just unhappy as they’d just been 
shouted at on the phone (for example), 





they’d have a 10 minute head massage and 
they would look and feel so much better — 
and as a result they were more productive. 

| just want people to know that it is possible 
to de-stress during a stressful time in their 
lives. And that is really what this is all about 
for me — yes It’s hair, yes it’s nails, yes it’s 
makeup, as well as the holistic treatments, 
but it can be anything as long as it’s making 
you feel better. Mental health really is so 
important. 


L: What is the biggest part of your 
business at the moment would you say? 
K: Nails. Defiantly nails. It’s the thing which 
people regularly come back for and because 
of what happened over the last year, to 
ensure that | stayed as covid secure as 
possible, | actually chose to only open up a 
small portion of my business — which was 
nails and toes. 

But during this time, it has given me time to 
look into new projects and | am about to 
embarking on a new venture to add to my 
business, and | am about to start training in 
reflexology at the London School of 
Reflexology which | am really excited about. 


L: So | have seen on your social media 
pages that you do kids pamper packages 
now. When and how did that start? 

K: It started when one of my clients asked 
me if | could offer her daughter a pamper 
party — which previously | hadn’t offered 
before. But | just decided to go all in and |

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went online and bought robes, glitter, foot 
spas -— the lot. And it just went from there, 
and the kids just love it. | would go to their 
houses for 6-8 children, they would take it 
in turns to have foot spas, | would do 
make-up stations and | would do the hair 
styling. | also brought my daughter along 
(she’s a teenager and | found the kids really 
enjoyed having her there). And then covid 
happened. So | then wanted to find a way 
for the little ones to still be able to come 
along and have a birthday treat — and that’s 
when the kids pamper package was created. 
They could come along to the studio with a 
sibling or parent and have a treatment, and 
actually | cannot believe how well this has 
gone. | think because they get to come into 
the studio, they get to have their grown up 
experience and its more relaxing for them. 
They have a massage, nails and toes 
painted, foot spa and it’s a really special 
experience for them. It started as another 
way of changing and moving with the covid 
times, but | am definitely keeping this one. 


Lottie: What do you do in your spare 
time? 

K: | work out, spend time with friends and 
family, | drink too much wine, | walk my dog 
and | just generally try to be happy. Oh and 
see my husband! 


L: What are you most looking forward to 
when the restrictions are finally lifted? 

K: | am looking forward to hugging 
everybody. | just want to hug everyone. | 
can’t wait for it to just be normal, and | can’t 
wait for my niece and nephew to properly be 
able to get to know their cousins again. 
They’re so little and so for them it’s normal 
for them — they don’t remember anything 
else. They just think it’s normal to not get too 
close to people, and not to touch things. 
And | can’t wait for them to come in and hug 
me and not have to wash their hands 
anymore. Oh, and clubbing.

Lottie: And have you always lived in Bar 
Hill? 

K: Well | moved here when | was 2, but | 
bought my first house in Over when | was 
20. When Sophie was 9 months, | moved 
back to the village. My mum was a child 
minder, and | always knew | wanted to do 
the same. | knew the village, | Knew the 
community and | love that its’ safe — there 
are no roads in the middle of the village and | 
just love that. | loved Over, but | never felt 
like | was at home in there. So we moved 
back, and we won't move now. 


Lottie: Finally, how do you see Cloud Nine 
growing and expanding in the future? 

K: Well | keep going off on one, and thinking 
l’Il go one way, and then | find something 
else. But with the reflexology course, | really 
love this concept and | really want to push 
this. | would love to go out and do more 
workplace treatments too. | have also 
chosen a reflexology qualification which will 
enable me to go out and work for the NHS if 
| want to, and | think complimentary therapy 
is actually something which should be 
recognised more by GPs because if we can 
heal people without tablets, then we should! 


| hope that in the future that | can keep 
helping people to feel better, physically, 
mentally or even through hugging!

The Friends of the Rosie are enthusiastic 
volunteers whose aim is to improve the 
services the hospital provides by raising 
money for items that the NHS does not buy. 


We are selling new items on our 
rosieinstitches.org.uk website and facebook 
marketplaces and second hand items in our 
rosieinstitches2010 charity store on eBay. 


Unfortunately we were unable to hold an 
AGM again this year because of the 
pandemic. Our Chairman has reported on 
the very difficult year for everyone, but 
particularly so for Amanda Rowley, our Head 
of the Maternity Unit, and all her staff, who 
have had to manage childbirths without 
partners and very limited visitors. We are in 
contact with all our Committee members, 
but as we are unable to run our Teabar, the 
only remarkably success has been our Rosie 
in Stitches online sales. 


After expenses for eBay and Paypal fees, 
postage, packaging and insurance Rosie in 
Stitches made £3,955.93, the most we have 
made since our last record year, 2012. 


On March 17th 2020 our Rosie tea-bar was 
closed due to the spread of Covid 19. At 
that time we were struggling to find enough 
tea-bar volunteers, but a year ago none of 
us imagined we would still be closed a year 
later. We ensured our food stocks were not 
wasted by giving most of it to the Queen 
Edith’s food bank. Clinic staff were delighted 
to be given some of the chocolate items. 


Our tea-bar has been much appreciated by 
patients and staff in the past. It will be great 
when we are once again able to open but 
only when it is safe for everyone. 


We all hope this coming year will be more 
productive for us all. 


If you have been tidying another cupboard, 
we are still welcoming donations of craft 
materials. One customer gave us a Car full of 
children’s clothes which we have sold in 
bundles on eBay making £22. 


We need to find alternative storage space 
for the items we have for sale. If you have a 
garage or a shed that you are not making 
full use of would you consider letting it out 
to our charity. 


The Rosie Hospital are still not able to 
accept donations of knitwear at this time. As 
soon as we hear that they are in need of 
Items, this information will be shared on our 
facebook page.

Covid Vaccination Programme 

The surgery is under immense pressure as 
we continue to support the local GP hub in 
collaboration with neighbouring practices. 
Please only contact the surgery about the 
vaccine if you have been invited. We are 
getting a vast amount of queries about 
medical conditions which are exhausting our 
already stretched resources. We will contact 
you when it is your turn. 


Some patients will receive a letter from NHS 
England and Public Health inviting them for 
vaccine before the surgery has been in 
touch. This is because the large vaccination 
hubs are able to provide more appointment 
availability and can work through the eligible 
cohorts at a different pace. These letters will 
provide a website address or ask you to Call 
119 to book an appointment, and divert you 
to vaccination centres within a 40 mile 
radius (the most local being centres in 
Cambridge and Chesterton) 


You can choose to wait to be invited by the 
GP to the local hub in Over, but we cannot 
indicate time scales as to when this will be. 
Please do not contact the surgery — we will 
contact you when it is your turn.

Warning After Attempted Dog 
Thefts In Cambridgeshire 


Our neighbourhood policing team have sent 
out an important message following a 
national rise in dog thefts and a number of 
attempted burglaries across the north of 
Cambridgeshire. 


Between 16 and 23 February, there were 
several reports of attempted burglaries and 
concerns around these being a precursor to 
dog thefts. 


Nationally there has been an increase in 
reports of dog thefts, however the Police 
have been made aware of incidents and 
concerns regarding potential attempted dog 
thefts across north Cambridgeshire, in 
particular the Thorney and Whittlesey areas. 


They are urging residents across the whole 
county to be vigilant and report any 
Suspicious activity. Social media can be a 
great platform for providing information but 
it is extremely important this information is 
passed to the Police and not just shared on 
the internet. 


At least five reports have included seeing a 
blue Audi A3 in the area of the attempted 
burglaries and suspicious activity, therefore 
we are asking members of the public to be 
on the lookout and report any concerns. 


Advice on how to best protect your pet from 
thieves: 


- Keep an ID tag on your dog at all times 


- Lock gates using bolts at the top and 
bottom, along with a heavy-duty padlock 


- Ensure there are no places where dogs or 
other animals can escape or be pulled 
through, if they are left in a back garden 


- Never leave your pet in the garden 
unattended 


- Fit a bell or gate alarm so it makes a 
sound when someone opens it 


- Purchase a driveway alarm so you are 
alerted to any visitors, these can also be 
used in rear gardens

Wildlife Gardening in April. 


It might be tempting to start clearing up 
after winter. However, if you can leave some 
areas undisturbed, it will help our wildlife. 


Birds are now nesting in hedges and shrubs, 
so it would be good to wait until after the 
nesting season to trim them. Continue 
helping our birds by putting food and water 
out for them. There are many different types 
of feeder available for different seed such as 
niger seed. These holders are specifically 
designed to hold the tiny seed which 
attracts the finch family such as the 
beautiful goldfinch. 


Get children involved by growing some 
wonderful flowers to help our insects. Great 
seeds for them to sow are calendula , 
Sunflowers , peas and beans. These are all 
a good size seed. We are likely to get frosts 
until the middle of May, so be prepared to 
keep the plants indoors until then.
